No answer yet on 
recommendations 


Government 
response 
lacks details: 
d’Entremont 

The Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive health critic said 
Thursday he was happy to 
see the government’s rec¬ 
ommendations come 
forward. 

But Chris d’Entremont 
said the response lacked on 
concrete details. 

“It’s just a reiteration of 
what government’s already 
doing,” said d’Entremont. 

“It’s showing some steps 
of going towards Judge Der¬ 
rick’s recommendations. 
But I’d still like to see more 
detail on what exactly 
they’re doing.” 

The government 
response, delivered six 
months after Derrick’s in¬ 
quiry into Howard Hyde’s 
death, lists 90 “actions” ei¬ 
ther currently underway, 
soon to be underway, or in 
the mid- to long term. 

Whether or not those 90 
correspond to Derrick’s 80 
recommendations will be 
revealed in the fall, when 
the government releases its 
mental health strategy. 

“Far too many 
governments, including 
ours, didn’t focus on men¬ 
tal health services like we 
should have,” said 
d’Entremont. “Until we see 
a good program, I think we 
won’t stop in criticizing 
and pushing things

O Health, justice departments can’t ‘work in silos’ on mental health issues: 
MacDonald O Response a good first step, but investment needed: Advocate

The province released its 
official response to Judge 
Anne Derrick’s report on 
the death of Howard Hyde 
on Thursday. 

But neither the minis¬ 
ter of justice nor the min¬ 
ister of health could say 
how many of Derrick’s 
recommendations will be 
accepted. 

Instead, the 50-page 
document, billed as Build¬ 
ing Bridges, breaks up the 
80 recommendations 
made by Derrick in De¬ 
cember into five thematic 
thrusts. 

Those themes — train¬ 
ing, collaboration, use of 
force, supports within the 
criminal justice system, 
and mental health servic¬ 
es — include “actions,” 
some already announced 
and underway. 

“We need to be able to 
reassure people in this 
province who either have 
a mental health disorder 
or are concerned about 
these issues,” Health Min¬ 
ister Maureen MacDonald 
said at a press conference. 

“The purpose of this re¬ 
sponse is designed to put 
in place, fill gaps, services, 
better training, better 
communication, better 
collaboration between 


(the departments of 
health and justice).” 

How that collaboration 
will look will largely have 
to wait until the province 
releases its mental health 
and addictions strategy 
this fall. 

Until then, there are 
few details, including any 
new investments avail¬ 
able. 

Stephen Ayer, executive 
director of the Schizo¬ 


phrenia Society of Nova 
Scotia, called the response 


an “excellent first step.” 

“There’s a lot of work 
to be done yet, particular¬ 
ly the development of a 
mental health strategy for 
Nova Scotia,” said Ayer. 

“We are waiting for 
that, and obviously, that’s 
going to be an important 
document in terms of how 
they’re going to move for¬ 
ward in terms of resourc¬ 
ing additional funds for 
mental health.”

Halifax could become a 
‘second-rate’ city: Experts 

O Energy spent on heritage debate has distracted Haligonians from sprawl 
issues: Expert O Consultants working with Halifax agencies for over a year

A pair of urban sprawl ex¬ 
perts descended on Hali¬ 
fax Thursday with dire 
warnings. 

Environmental lawyer 
David Donnelly and 
author Bruce Lourie, both 
of Toronto, said Halifax is 
at a tipping point. 

“Bruce and I are 
convinced Halifax is at a 
dangerous crossroads and 
that you’ve already 
tipped into a 
predominant suburban 
community,” Donnelly 
said. 

“Your trend is 
alarming. It’s full flight 
from the downtown for 


businesses and the few 
residents you are attract¬ 
ing are not sufficient to 
reverse the tide.” 

The pair was in town 
to speak at the 10th- 
annual Carmichael 
Lecture, but conducted 
media interviews before¬ 
hand. 

Sprawl means people 
aren’t walking (which 
creates health issues) and 
suburban areas can have 
more crime because less 
people are out at night, 
said Lourie. He added sub¬ 
urbs don’t have as many 
services like transit and 
commuting times are 
long, which means wast¬ 
ed hours and greenhouse 
gases.

of the downtown core is¬ 
n’t a pretty picture, Don¬ 
nelly said.

O Amendments to HRM Charter still need final approval 
by legislature O One Liberal MLA questions the timing 


Despite the protestations of 
a veteran municipal repre¬ 
sentative, legislation to re¬ 
quire provincial cabinet 
approval for any develop¬ 
ment on the Dartmouth 
Common will head for a 
vote without amendments. 

Dartmouth Centre Coun. 
Gloria McCluslcey appeared 
before the province’s law 
amendments committee on 
Wednesday to request

McCluslcey was con¬ 
cerned about how the legis¬ 
lation would affect the

“I am supportive of the 
expansion of the Dart¬ 
mouth Sportsplex,” wrote 
Dexter. 

“However, government 
would like to see the final 
plans for this expansion be¬ 
fore giving its unqualified 
endorsement.” 

Dexter also wrote the 
Halifax Regional Municipal¬ 
ity’s approval of any future 
project on the Common is 
implicit in the bill, and he 
intends to work with the

Osama bin Laden was a 
prolific email writer de¬ 
spite having no Internet 
access in his hideout, it 
emerged Thursday. 

He built a painstaking 
system that kept him one 
step ahead of U.S. eaves¬ 
droppers. 

Holed up in his walled 
compound in northeast 
Pakistan with no phone or 
Internet capabilities, bin 
Laden would type a mes¬ 
sage on his computer 
without an Internet con¬ 
nection, then save it using 
a thumb-sized flash drive. 

He then passed the flash 
drive to a trusted courier, 
who would head for a dis¬ 
tant Internet cafe. 

At that location, the 


courier would plug the 
memory drive into a com¬ 
puter, copy bin Laden’s 
message into an email and 
send it. 

Reversing the process, 
the courier would copy 
any incoming email to the 
flash drive and return to 
the compound, where bin 
Laden would read his mes¬ 
sages offline. 

A Navy SEALs assault 
team hauled away roughly 
100 flash memory drives 
after they killed bin Laden 
this month.

Thousands of Spaniards 
fled the small agricultural 
city of Lorca Thursday, fear¬ 
ing aftershocks might level 
it after the country’s dead¬ 
liest earthquakes in 55 
years killed nine people. 

Lorca was turned into a 
ghost town, with a stream 
of cars carrying many of its 
90,000 residents to nearby 
cities and towns. Stores, 
restaurants and schools 
were closed as the sirens of 
police vehicles and ambu¬ 
lances filled the air. 

Gines Navarro waited 
nervously as firefighters re¬ 
trieved belongings from his 
apartment building so he 
could leave. The staircase in 
Navarro’s building col¬ 
lapsed. 

“We can’t stay here,” 


Navarro said, his wife sob¬ 
bing at his side. “We’re go¬ 
ing to stay with relatives.” 

Tens of thousands of 
people spent the night out¬ 
side in makeshift camps. 

Thirty people remained 
hospitalized Thursday, a 
day after the two quakes, 
which prompted an esti¬ 
mated 30,000 residents to 
sleep in cars and use card¬ 
board for makeshift shelter. 

Only a few buildings 
were destroyed, but the 
quakes, with magnitudes of 
4.5 and 5.1 according to 
Spain’s National Geograph¬ 
ic Institute, sent brick fa¬ 
cades and parts of terraces 
plunging into the streets 
and damaged hundreds of 
apartment buildings. 
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serious setback for efforts 
to stabilize the radiation¬ 
leaking complex. 

Repairs to monitoring 
equipment revealed the 
new data, which also 
showed that the water level 
in the core of Unit 1 at the 
Fulcushima Dai-ichi plant is 
much lower than previous¬ 
ly thought, leaving the por¬ 
tion of the fuel rods still 
intact fully exposed.

The report said the 
world is already running 
out of cheap and high- 
quality sources of essen¬ 
tial materials such as 
oil, copper and gold, 
which require ever-ris¬ 
ing volumes of fossil fu¬ 
els and fresh water to 
produce. 

The overall demand 
may triple, the UN 
report said, because of 
population growth, high 
levels of consumption 
in industrialized coun¬ 
tries and increased 
demand for material 
goods. 

The UN Environment 
Program said citizens in 
richer developed coun¬ 
tries consume an 
average of 16 tons of 
those four key resources 
per capita, and as much 
as 40 or more tons. 

By comparison, it 
said, the average person 
in India today consumes 
four tons per year.

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'Explain 
yourself’: 
Clement to 
gas execs 

O But are explanations for high gas 
prices enough to staunch the 
bleeding from consumers’ wallets? 


Industry Minister Tony 
Clement is rolling out the 
welcome mat for gasoline 
refiners, distributors and 
retailers to explain why 
Canadians are getting such 
a hosing at the pumps. 

As gas prices dipped on 
Thursday, reversing spikes 
earlier in the week, 
Clement said he planned to 
invite fuel producers to ap¬ 
pear before a parliamentary 
committee to explain their 
pricing methods. 

“No one can understand 
why last year, when oil per 
barrel was around $140 or 
$150, we were paying 
$1.37 per litre, when this 
year oil is south of $98 a 
barrel and yet we’re pay¬ 


ing more,” he said. 

However, he did not 
commit to a date for the 
meetings. And it’s uncer¬ 
tain how far Ottawa will go 
to deal with high gas prices. 

Former Liberal MP and 
gas-price watcher Dan 
McTeague said a parliamen¬ 
tary committee is probably 
a waste of time. He said the 
government would be bet¬ 
ter off giving tax rebates as 
federal revenues rise on the 
back of gas-price hikes. 

Clement said he has the 
power to refer the issue to 
the Competition Bureau, 
but wants the multi-party 
committee to hear first 
from the oil executives.

Toyota’s bumpy road to recovery 


Toyota should have 
owned North American 
roads this summer. When 
gas prices go up, drivers 
go for smaller, fuel-effi¬ 
cient cars. The last time 
prices spiked in 2008, Toy¬ 
ota captured the title of 
world’s No. 1 automaker 
— and has held it ever 
since. 

Now gas in some parts 
of Canada has hit $1.50 a 
litre, but Toyota is strug¬ 
gling, hammered by sup¬ 
ply disruptions in the 
wake of the Japan earth¬ 
quake and still bearing 
the stigma of its safety re¬ 
calls last year. 

Toyota said Wednesday 
that its quarterly profit 
fell more than 75 per 
cent, mostly because of 


production problems 
from the March 11 quake 
and tsunami. Chief execu¬ 
tive Alcio Toyoda said ex¬ 
ecutives are “gritting our 
teeth” to keep jobs in 
Japan. 

Meanwhile, Ford, Nis¬ 
san, Kia and Hyundai have 
all introduced sexier, 
more chiselled designs 
with high fuel economy. 
General Motors and 
Chrysler, out of bankrupt¬ 
cy and healthier than they 
have been in years, are 
gaining market share, too. 

For decades, Toyota’s 
strength was high quality, 
fuel economy and reliabil¬ 
ity. But, by its own admis¬ 
sion, Toyota lost sight of 
quality in its pursuit of 
global sales. Analysts ex-

pect GM to retake the 
world sales title this year. 

John Murphy, an autos 
analyst for Merrill Lynch, 
estimated Toyota will re¬ 
cover only some of its lost 
market share, probably 
rising to just over 15 per 
cent, by 2014. Aaron Brag- 
man, an analyst with con¬ 
sulting firm IHS 
Automotive, predicts it 
will be around 14 per cent 
as late as 2017 — the 
equivalent of 300,000 few¬ 
er cars a year than Toyota 
sold at its peak. 

“They lost their way,” 
Bragman said. “They 
wanted to be GM. But they 
lost what made them a 
valued brand and a valued 
company.”

Writers win 

copyright 

lawsuit 


A $7.9-million settlement 
has won court approval in 
a class-action lawsuit by 
freelance writers against 
some of Canada’s biggest 
publishers. The case al¬ 
leged that outlets includ¬ 
ing Toronto Star 
Newspapers Ltd. and 
Rogers Publishing Limited 
infringed on the copyright 
of freelance writers by 
posting their work online 
without their permission. 
The writers did not have 
contracts or written agree¬ 
ments that permitted the 
electronic publishing of 
their works. They will now 
receive compensation for 
their work.

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Video store’s days are numbered

The video store used to be a 
buzzing hub of activity, a 
place guaranteed to be 
packed on weekends. 

But Adam Grant fears 
those days are pretty much 
over. His local haunt in 
Toronto, a Blockbuster 
store, is on borrowed time 
given recent news that the 
chain’s Canadian opera¬ 
tions were forced into re¬ 
ceivership, putting its 
400-odd stores in limbo. 

Blockbuster may not dis¬ 


appear — U.S. creditors are 
looking for suitors to pur¬ 
chase the Canadian busi¬ 
ness — but there’s no 
question the industiy’s best 
years are behind it. 

Rogers, which owns the 
second-biggest chain in 
Canada, saw its video rev¬ 
enue drop by 41 per cent in 
the first quarter of this year, 
partially as a result of clos¬ 
ing 74 underperforming 
stores. As far back as 2005, 
Rogers has been telling in¬ 


vestors that it was seeing its 
rental business decline. In 
its most recent annual 
statement, it reported video 
revenue was down to $143 
million in 2010, a 31 per 
cent drop from the previ¬ 
ous year, resulting in a re¬ 
tail-related loss of $38 
million. 

And plenty of smaller 
stores are hurting too. A 
Vancouver indie institution, 
Videomatica, recently an¬ 
nounced it will be closing 


shop in the months ahead 
after 28 years in business. 

Grant, a collector of VHS 
tapes, DVDs and Blu-rays, 
fears the digital world isn’t 
really ready to fill the void 
should video stores vanish, 
and he’s worried it will get 
even harder to find rare 
films. “I think it’s a really 
scaiy trend that things will 
go completely digital at 
some point. A lot of movies 
could disappear.”

Rising prices could 
affect Tim Hortons 


The head of coffee store 
chain Tim Hortons Inc. is 
concerned that rising food 
and gas costs will eat up 
more of customers’ discre¬ 
tionary income, which 
might make them think 
twice about having that dai¬ 
ly double double. 

“I think everyone in our 
industry is concerned about 
what has been happening 
with commodity costs over 
the past several months,” 
president and CEO Don 
Schroeder said in an inter¬ 
view Thursday. 

“What’s happening in 
North Africa and the Middle 
East, the impact on the 
price of crude, the impact 
on the price of gasoline, we 
know that will have a nega¬ 
tive impact on the number 


of discretionary dollars that 
our guests have in their 
pocket.” 

High gas prices affected 
Tim’s bottom line during 
the last spike in 2008 and 
this week gas hit as high as 
$1.50 a litre — above where 
they hit three years ago. 

“When our guests have 
fewer discretionary dollars, 
they have to make choices.” 

Tim’s raised prices in 
April — by about 4.5 per 
cent on a large cup of coffee 
— in an effort to offset 
some the effects of the soar¬ 
ing costs of commodity in¬ 
gredients like wheat, com, 
sugar and vegetable oil, 
which have gone up as 
much as 50 to 100 per cent 
over the last year.

Richard Crouse: Mark, the 
big mistake people will 
make about Bridesmaids is 
thinking that it is a chick 
flick or a female version of 
The Hangover. In fact, I 
think it takes the best ele¬ 
ments of those two and 
cleverly mixes them into 
one very funny but still 
very heartfelt movie that 
should have been called 
Bridesmaid on the Verge of 
a Nervous Breakdown. Do 
you agree with me that 
this is the funniest female 
comedy that Tina Fey did¬ 
n’t write? 

Mark Breslin: I’ve been 
raving for years that 
Kristin Wiig is the Carol 
Burnett of our times: the 
greatest female sketch 
comic working today.

Wiig is the 
best thing to happen to 
SNL in years but her big 
screen output has been 
somewhat underwhelm¬ 
ing. Her movies like Mac- 


Gruber always felt to me 
like she was acting in a 
long form sketch. She’s al¬ 
ways funny, but I never 
felt like there was a real 
depth of character there 
until now. Her work as the 
neurotic but mostly well 
meaning Annie is a break¬ 
through, proving that be¬ 
ing funny and having 
feelings are not mutually 
exclusive. 

MB: Well put, Richard. But 
before we turn off any po¬ 
tential moviegoer thinking 
they’re about to watch a 
Sundance comedy, let’s re¬ 
member that there are two 
hysterical, verrrrry broad 
set pieces in the middle of 
the movie that will satisfy 
anyone - male or female 
looking for belly laughs. 


The only thing in the 
movie that didn’t work for 
me were the British room¬ 
mates, which felt forced, 
unlike her romance with 
the patrolman, which felt 
real and blithe.

O’Dowd as the lovelorn 
cop brings a huge amount 
of charm to the movie and 
Rose Byrne, who I’m used 
to seeing in dramas, is veiy 
funny. 

MB: Let’s not forget Melis¬ 
sa McCarthy who gets 
huge laughs, even if some 
of them are on the cheap 
side. And Jill Clayburgh in 
her last role. R.I.P.

Much earlier in his career, 
Johnny Depp claimed none 
of his films would ever 
make any money But with 
Pirates of the Caribbean: 
On Stranger Tides, the 
fourth installment in the 
hugely successful franchise 
set to be released, he was 
clearly mistaken. 

“It’s not my fault. I did 
my best, even to the point 
of trying to get fired on the 
first one, and they just 
couldn’t bring themselves 
to do it,” Depp says of his 
good fortune. “It’s kind of 
interesting to experience 
that kind of ride after es¬ 
sentially 20 years of enjoy¬ 
ing a career based on 
failures. And then suddenly 


something clicks. The fact 
that people decided to go 
see a movie that I was in 
was probably the most 
shocking thing that I’ve 
ever been through.” 

Also shocking to Depp is 
how much Capt. Jack Spar¬ 
row, the beloved scoundrel 
he plays in the Pirates 
films, has seeped into his 
subconscious. 

“There’s most definitely 
a part of me in Capt. Jack, 
and now — fortunately or 
unfortunately — there’s a 
great part of Capt. Jack in 
me as well,” he says. 

Given that Capt. Jack has 
led the franchise to bring 
in a whopping $2.6 billion 
US at the box office over 
the course of the three 
films, chances are Depp 
will have to put up with his 
swashbuckling alter ego for 
some years to come. And 


that’s something he’s cer¬ 
tainly prepared for. 

“I think they could 
wheel me in, I could have 
my dreads get tangled in 
the wheels of my chair,” he 
jokes. “A character like 
Capt. Jack, I feel like you 
could just continue. The 
possibilities are endless, 
limitless.” 

Of course, more Pirates 
movies means more pi¬ 
rates, and On Stranger 
Tides introduces a new ele¬ 
ment in Sparrow’s life: ex¬ 
lover and fierce 
sword-fighting opponent 
Angelica, played by Pene¬ 
lope Cruz. 

“When we saw each oth¬ 
er again, it felt like we’d 
wrapped the film Blow the 
week before,” Depp says of 
working with the Spanish 
star. “It just sort of clicked 
instantly so that whatever 



exists in terms of chem- 
istiy was just instantly fir¬ 
ing on all cylinders. It felt 
completely right.” 

Working with Cruz 
again also gave Depp the 
chance to enhance his vo- 
cabulaiy. “She taught me 
the raunchiest Spanish. It’s 
so foul, I couldn’t bring 


myself to repeat it,” he 
says. “I’ll cariy it on my 
back for the rest of my 
days.” 

Cruz’s favourite part of 
the production — aside 
from Spanish lessons with 
Depp — were the lavish lo¬ 
cations, with filming tak¬ 
ing place in Hawaii and 


Puerto Rico. “And then they 
built a beach in Universal 
Studios,” she remembers. 
“When they told me, I 
thought it was my English, 
that I didn’t understand 
what they said, and then I 
got there and there was re¬ 
ally a beach in Universal 
Studios.”

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Finding The Voice is not Idol worship 

o The Voice host Carson Daly knows American Idol fans see shows as similar, but the two couldn’t be more different

Carson Daly admits he was 
worried about comparisons 
of his new singing competi¬ 
tion show, The Voice, with 
American Idol. 

“Everybody was a little 
bit worried about it,” he 
said. “I mean we all know 
about American Idol and 
it’s a great, great story in 
this country and television. 
It’s a juggernaut. It’s incred¬ 
ible. It’s a needle mover.” 

“But on The Voice, we 
wanted to be sort of a fresh 
take on the music competi¬ 
tion series.” 

And the show focuses on 
just that — the sound of its 
contestant’s voices as they 
perform with celebrity 
coaches like Blake Shelton, 
Christina Aguilera and 
Adam Levine, who listen 
with their backs turned. 

If the coaches like what 
they hear, they try to add 
the singer to a team of pos¬ 
sible pop stars. If more than 
one coach is interested in a 


singer, the singer gets to de¬ 
cide whose team they want 
to join. Eventually, the 
teams are whittled down to 
one contestant, who wins a 
recording contract and 
$ 100 , 000 . 

So far, viewers are tun¬ 
ing in. The Voice premiered 
with a 5.1 rating for view¬ 
ers between the ages of 18 
and 49 and ratings jumped 
12 per cent for its second 
week. 

Idol might have come 
before The Voice, but Daly 
was introduced to the mass¬ 
es before Idol host Ryan 
Seacrest. Daly, 37, was a V] 
on TRL on MTV from 1998 
to 2002, where he played 
music videos and inter¬ 
viewed stars such Britney 
Spears, Eminem and his 
current Voice co-star Aguil¬ 
era. 

Recently, she tweeted a 
photo of the two of them 
together on set, and Daly 
said he heard back from 


many fans of the bygone 
TRL. 

Daly has also assumed a 
role as a mentor to young 
musicians with his late 
night talk show Last Call 


with Carson Daly, which is 
now in its 10th season on 
NBC. 

“There’s all these tradi¬ 
tional late night shows and 
they’re all fighting for Muse 


and The Beastie Boys,” he 
said. “I might get those 
guys if I’m lucky, but in the 
meantime there’s a hun¬ 
dred other bands that are 
really good and looking for 
a shot and I love to be the 
person to shine a spot- 
light.” 

Daly says he loves to 
showcase artists who are 
on their way up even if it’s 
at an hour where most TV 
viewers are sleeping. 

“My mom had a famous 
line in high school with me 
and my sister: ‘Be sure to be 
home at midnight because 
nothing good happens after 
midnight,”’ he said. “Cut to: 
I have a television show at 
1:30 in the morning!” 

Daly also still works in 
radio, which is how he 
started in media. He hosts a 
weekday morning drive 
show on 97.1 FM in Los An¬ 
geles. 

“The interviews are al¬ 
ways much more casual in 


radio. Radio is grassroots,” 
he said. “The DJs are sol¬ 
diers. They wake up at 4:15 
in the morning and play 
these records for these su¬ 
perstars who ride in these 
limos and make money.” 

Daly said as long as he is 
connected to music, he’s 
happy. 

“The music business is 
something I always wanted 
to be around,” he said. “I 
didn’t have the talent to be 
in it but I wanted to be 
close to it ... and if success 
comes in and around that, 
then that’s fine too.” 

Daly may be serious 
about his love for music but 
even he admits to having a 
few guilty pleasures. 

“It doesn’t get much 
worse than Ke$ha,” he 
jokes. 

The Voice airs Tuesdays 
at 10 Eastern on NBC, and 
Last Call airs weelcnights at 
1:35 a.m. Eastern.

Chris Murphy points to two 
giant piles of small boxes 
interlocked like bricks that 
climb 12 feet up the wall to 
the ceiling. Box contains 
25 shrink-wrapped Sloan 
CDs of various vintages. 

He smiles wiyly. 

“The joys of owning 
your own masters. They do 
make good sound insula¬ 
tion, though.” 

This is Sloan HQ, a main 
floor rehearsal space in a 
non-descript industrial 
area of Toronto. 

They share the building 
with dozens of other bands 
who are always spilling out 


onto fire escapes and ratty 
couches to have a smoke. 
The windows and walls 
constantly vibrate with gui¬ 
tars and drums. 

Sloan practices here at 
least two hours a day. 

“We recorded the last 
half of our back catalogue 
in this room,” says Chris, 


“It would be nice some¬ 
times to go somewhere else 
to record the drums, but 
this place does the job.” 

Sloan’s space consists of 
a main room with an an¬ 
tique pressed tin ceiling, 
two small anterooms and a 
bathroom which seems to 
double as a place to stoiy- 


board videos. The room 
stacked with CDs also 
serves as master control 
when Sloan records. 

There’s a small mixing 
board and modest ProTools 
rig. On the wall is a bul¬ 
letin board with coloured 
bits of paper tacked to it. 

Each has a song title 


written on it. 

“I don’t know of another 
band with four writers and 
four singers,” guitarist Jay 
Ferguson tells me. “This is 
how we keep track of who 
sings what. We just move 
around the bits of paper 
until we find an order for 
the album we like.” 


This year marks Sloan’s 
20th anniversary and the ti¬ 
tle of their tenth studio al¬ 
bum acknowledges that. 

“The Double Cross? As 
in ‘XX?’ As in Roman nu¬ 
merals for ’20?’” Murphy 
smiles. 

“Smart, huh?” 

“How much longer can 
you do this?” I ask. “Twen¬ 
ty years is a long time for 
anything, let alone to be in 
the same band that has 
never had a line-up 
change.” 

Murphy and Ferguson 
look at each other almost 
as if they’ve never consid¬ 
ered such a question. Chris 
is the first to speak. 

“I don’t know. We may 
stop making albums and 
start releasing songs on a 
regular basis. And because 
we all contribute and split 
everything four ways, 
there’s no reason why we 
can’t continue.” 

The Double Cross — 
classic Sloan and very good, 
by the way — is out now.

Rhythm 
was another priority, with 
the sway and stomp of al¬ 
bum opener The Last Cru¬ 
sade a solid entiy point for 
a collection of tunes that 
Roberts wanted to always 
keep moving. 

“This sort of relentless 
rhythm was going to play a 
big role on this record.” 

They recorded 


the album in only six 
weeks, which Roberts says 
is “by far” the fastest the 
band has ever produced an 
album (by contrast, 2008’s 
Juno-winning Love at the 
End of the World took 
roughly nine months to 
make). 

Though Roberts appears 
to be enjoying a time of do¬ 


mestic bliss, Collider finds 
the singer again working 
through paranoia, fear and 
doubt. The Last Crusade is 
a defiant call to arms, 
while Partition Blues finds 
the singer taking a step 
back to examine his rela¬ 
tionship with his family. 

He says that the sense of 
dread that permeates his 


lyrics, however, doesn't 
hang over his real life. 

“You can be happy and 
still be afraid or paranoid, 
fearful of the future, 
doubtful about lots of 
things. ... But at the same 
time, you have to confront 
it from time to time. You 
have to address it.”

O Montreal’s Sam Roberts, now a 
father of three, trying to balance 
family life and professional career 


It’s been nearly three years 
since Montreal’s Sam 
Roberts released new mu¬ 
sic, but to say he’s been 
taking a break would be 
pretty unfair. 

See, the six-time Juno 
winner is also now a father 
of three — he has an eight- 
weelc-old son as well as two 
daughters, aged four and 
two — and his recent life 
has been anything but rest¬ 
ful. 

“It changes everything,” 
the personable 36-year-old 
said Monday over coffee on 
the sunny rooftop patio of 
a Toronto pub. “There’s no 
getting around that. It’s 
just the most profound 
change that can take place 
in your life, just about. 

“In terms of music, be- 


linlced to these personal 
shifts, it was inevitable 
that it was going to work 
its way into the songwrit¬ 
ing. I mean, again, I have 
to find time to write songs 
in between either chang¬ 
ing diapers or chasing 
them around the house 
trying to get them 
dressed.” 

“It’s a pretty different 
mindset. It's not like Jimi 
Hendrix sitting on a beach 
in Morocco playing guitar 
to the setting sun. It was 
pretty different.” 

But then, so too is Col¬ 
lider, the sixth disc from 
the newly christened Sam 
Roberts Band, set to drop 
on Tuesday. 

The typically shaggy 
edges of Roberts’ Stones-in-

Rainmen’s new 
league takes flight 


O Circuit dubbed the National 
Basketball League of Canada 
O Rainmen, Mill Rats and Kebs 
hoping five new franchises join

The Halifax Rainmen are 
now in a league they can 
call their own. 

After troubled stints in 
two separate minor profes¬ 
sional basketball circuits, 
the Rainmen — along with 
the Saint John Mill Rats 
and Quebec Kebs — an¬ 
nounced on Thursday they 
have formed the National 
Basketball League of Cana¬ 
da. 

The league, which plans 
to add five more teams to 
the current triumvirate, 
will run from late October 
through March. 

“This is a great day for 
the country,” said Rainmen 
owner Andre Levingston as 
he unveiled the league’s lo¬ 
go from behind a curtain at 
a press conference in Hali¬ 
fax. 

“This is definitely histo¬ 
ry in the making. We have 
a lot of work to do, but 
with the people that we 
have in the room, we have 
everything we need to be 
extremely successful.” 

The Rainmen, Mill Rats 


and Kebs — established 
franchises that average be¬ 
tween 1,500 and 3,500 fans 
per game — all left the Pre¬ 
mier Basketball League last 
month because of concerns 
about biased officiating. 

But the new league’s 
survival will depend upon 
new franchises duplicating 
their success. A group 
based in Moncton, N.B., 
has submitted a letter of 
intent to join NBL Canada, 
as have groups from four 
Ontario cities: London, Bar¬ 
rie, Oshawa and Kingston. 

All of the ownership 
groups are proposing to 
play in major junior hock¬ 
ey facilities. Making a 
breakthrough in the On¬ 
tario market will be criti¬ 
cal. 

“We have to sell the 
product,” Levingston said. 
“There’s a thirst for basket¬ 
ball in the Ontario market. 
We know there’s a passion 
for it there.” 

The last professional 
basketball league based ex¬ 
clusively in Canada — also 
named the National Bas¬ 
ketball League and home 
to the Halifax Windjam¬ 
mers — lasted less than

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two years in the mid-1990s. 

Levingston said times 
have changed. 

“Right now, basketball 
is the fastest-growing sport 
in the country and now, 
the time is right for this 
(league),” Levingston said. 
“The country is ready for 
it, corporate business is 
ready for it and the poten¬ 
tial for success is far 
greater than it was in the 
’90s.”

women’s soccer team will 
be playing in the World 
Cup against a diverse and 
challenging backdrop in 
less than six weeks. 

Germany is a country 
that lives and breathes soc¬ 
cer. Or, more accurately, 
football. 

The first match takes 
place in Berlin at the 
Olympic Stadium, the 
same one used for the his¬ 
toric 1936 Games where 
Adolf Hitler glowered dis¬ 
approvingly and was 
forced eventually to 
acknowledge the brilliance 


of the black American 
sprinter Jesse Owens. 

It’s an awe-inspiring 
venue and more than 
70,000 seats have been 
sold to see Canada play the 
defending World Cup 
champions from Germany. 

The second match is in 
Bochum, once a mining 
centre located in the Ruhr 
region in western 
Germany. The community 
is distinctly working class 
and the football team dates 
back to 1848. The stadium 
is old but can still accom¬ 


modate 30,000. 

The team mantra of VfL 
Bochum reads, “Mein revi- 
er ist heir.” Translated it 
means, “My place is here.” 
It’s a dead giveaway to the 
status that football 
occupies in the conscious¬ 
ness of the people. 

“There is no class struc¬ 
ture here to football,” one 
fan told me. “Only football, 
that’s all that matters.” 

In Bochum, against 
France, Canada will be ex¬ 
posed to the rabid 
obsession people have 


with the game in this 
town. 

Finally, the Canadians 
take on Nigeria in Dresden. 
It’s a city of constant ren¬ 
aissance, all but obliterat¬ 
ed in February 1945 when 
Allied bombers let loose, 
killing 23,000 people in a 
single night and levelling 
15 square kilometres of 
one of Germany’s largest 
urban areas at the time. 

Dresden has since 
rebuilt and reclaimed its 
past glory. The city’s foot¬ 
ball team, Dynamo, is 
fighting for advancement 
to the second division of 
the Bundesliga. 

Here, Canada will be ex¬ 
posed to a truly resilient 
city. 

The FIFA Women’s 
World Cup is still more 
than one month away. But 
it’s time for fans of football 
to get worked up. 

That’s because Canada 
is a player in a country 
where the sport means 
everything to the people.
